TliE EAIERGENT SPIRIT 

From the conlusing chaff of last 
night's Political Union debate can 
be gleaned at least one signiflcant 
indication: namely, that a large ma' 
jorlly of Yale undergraduates favor 
present consideration of, and plan 
ning for, a strong world govern 
ment to emerge from the current 
holocaust. Details confused the Issue 
almost beyond recognition, but the 
dominant spirit wa^ clear. 

The importance to us of the im 
mediate consideration of a postwar 
supernational state can only be ap 
predated when one realizes that it 
rests with the United States, with 
the attitude of the people of the 
United States, to make or brealc any 
projected plan for permanent peace 
after this war. From the stripling 
that fought a civil war not eighty 
years ago the country has grown 
to be the greatest industrial nation 
in the world. As the "arsenal of 
democracy" it has gained power 
and influence such as granted to no 
other nation in the world's history 

Following World War I we had 
not the spirit, nor, perhapsi! the 
power, to enforce the. construction 
of a world government Fortunate* 
ly for us, we have been given an 
other chance, an expensive one— the 
country has both the power and in 
fluence; there remains for us, dur- 
ing the war itself, to build' up a 
supematlonal spirit throughout the 
country. If 130,000,000 Americans 
are determined when they come 
out of the war that there shall be 
immediately constructed the work' 
ing basis of a world government, 
then there is no petty national in 
fluence. to arrest their march. To 
those who maintain the world is 
not yet ready for such a révolu 
tionary step we reply that prépara'» 
tion and consideration must be 
started now and concrete steps 
' taken as soon as possible; for it Is 
only through innovation that pro 
gress is made. 

At the peace table itself, then, or 
soon after, must be created the 
machinery of a world government, 
to be sponsored and backed by the 
United States and Great Britain 
They will form the nuclear mem- 
bers, and membership should be 
extended as. soon as possible. It is 
hardly worthwhile devoting time 
and verbiage to extended discus- 
sion of the details of such a gov- 
ernment, for interminable squab- 
bling tends to obscure the main 
issue. If the American people arc 
determined there shall be a world 
government, the problem of details 
would soon dissolve under the 
hand of a competent constitutional 
convention. Suffice it to say thai 
the government wilt be democratic 
and have the necessary power to 
enforce Its will. 

Our task is clearly outlined: it is 
to make sure that after the war, 
spirit and interest are high enough 
to carry through the plan for a 
strong world government over the 
heads of every form of national 
prejudice and pettiness.

Engineering Institute. 



Elliot Discussed 
Need Man-Power 
Survey in Ottawa 



"We have to win this war by our 
wits. It Is through the use of our 
intelligence that we are going to 
win it." 

These words were spoken by Lt,- 
Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton, com- 
mander of the Canadian Corps in 
Britain in his address to fellow 
members of the Engineering Insti- 
tute of Canada and guests at the 
banquet in the Windsor Hotel last 
Friday at the 56th annual meeting 
of the institute. 

"One of the primary reasons for 
my visit is to carry a message to 
Canadian Industries and Canadian 
engineers that we want to win this 
war not by the blood of our sons 
and daughters but by . our intelli- 
gence. We have to put our \Vits 
to work. We have not only to think 
out newer weapons, and better 
types, but forge them and produce 
them in mass quantities so that we 
can bring the war to a successful 
conclusion without the loss of too 
many of the lives conunltted to our 
care. 

He referred to this war as an en- 
gineers' war saying that many en- 
gineers are overseas operating ma- 
chines produced by the inventive 
genius of the Canadian engineers. 
In the afternoon Mr. Elliot M. 
Little also addressed the members 
of the insUtute. 

In the early part of his speech he 
referred to the collaboration of the 
Canadian Instltutc'of Mining and 
Metallurgy and the Provincial Pro- 
fessional Engineering Association in 
the mobilization of the technical 
personnel of Canada a year ago and 
the establishment of the Wartime 
Bureau of Technical Personnel. The 
bureau now possesses the most com- 
prehensive data on technical per- 
sonnel ever available in Canada. 

He remarked that this bureau re- 
quires adequate information on the 
man-power of Canada and that no 
proper machinery had ever existed 
to obtain It and to. keep it up to 
date. "How can we plan an all out 
effort on either a volimtary or com- 
pulsory basis while such informa- 
tion remains a mystery?" Mr. Little 
said this is important in war-plan-

Dr.W.C.Cullis 
Speaks Before 
Women'sUnion 

Trip, to Far East 
To Be Subject 
of Discussion 



Dr, WinUrcd C. Cullis, C,B.E., 
MA., will be the guest speaker at 
the next meeting of the Women's 
Union, on Tuesday, February 10th 
at 4:00 p.m., the Programme Com- 
mittee announced. 

Dr. Cullis, the Profcssor of Physi- 
ology at the University of London, 
has just returned from Britain to 
America as an ambassador of Bri- 
tish women, to speak for them over 
here and to answer enquiries about 
their work for their country in war- 
time. She has spent much time 
travelling in Europe and America, 
and in the entire empire as a repre- 
sentative of Great Britain, and for 
her services she was made Com- 
mander of the British Empire. 

Dr. Cullis is a graduate of Cam- 
bridge University. England, and 
has received her degree of L.L.D, 
She has a distinguished record of 
service to her country In medicine, 
public welfare, and education. From 
1020 to 1032, she was President of 
the International Federation of Uni- 
versity Women, and Is now ^ Chair- 
man of the education Conunittee of 
the English Speaking Union and a 
Director of the weekly review 
"Time and Tide." 

In September 1041, at tho special 
request of Sir Gerald Campbell, Dr. 
Cullis joined the British Informa- 
tion in America. However, previ- 
ously, in 1940 and 1941, she had 
been invited by the Government to 
carry a message from Great Britain 
to the women of the Far East She 
visited -the United Statès on her 
way home to England and accepted 
a number of speaking engagements 
there. She has also broadcast in 
the U.S.A. from China, Malaya, the 
Dutch East Indies, Australia, New 
Zealand, Canada, Great Britain and 
the European countries. 

Dr. W. C. Cullis will give several 
lectures in Montreal, and during 
her stay here, she will be the.guest 
of R.V.C. 

A special invitation has been ex- 
tended to the "nouvelles arrivées" 
at Strathcona Hall to attend this 
lecture. ' . •

The Hon. Hector Perrler, 
Provincial Secretary, represent- 
ing the Quebec Government ■ 
confirmed the announcement of 
the opening o( the new Univer- 
sity of Montreal in September.

"I WAKE UP SCREAMING." 

AT THE PRINCESS. 
"I Wake Up Screaming," the feature picture 
at the Princess Theatre this week, is a murder 
mystery revolving round the, death ol Carol 
Landis, as a hash sUnger from a New York res- 
taurant, who was being built up as a "glamour 
girl" by sports promoter Victor Mature. This 
latter is the central character of the plot, about 
whom all the action revolves. 

However, let it be said that this is no ordl' 
hary, srun-oMhe-mill, murder play, with a 
8wcet''yôung hero whose heart is gold, as tho 
number one suspect, when from the lirst live 
minutes he is obviously to be cxdhcratcd in 
the last iivc. Admittedly Victor Mature Is the 
number one suspect, and it appears that his 
goose is cooked when the star, detective, who 
has never lost a case in fifteen years, makes up 
his mind to convict tho young man. The de- 
tectlve, a rather sinister Individual, is very 
ably played by Laird Crcgar who has recently 
scored successes In a lighter vein in Charlie's 
Aunt with Jack Benny, and on the Los Angeles 
stage in the titlf role of the "Man Who Came 
To Dinner." 

The romantic interest of the story is added 
by Betty Grable as the murdered girl's sister, 
who during the course of the story falls in love 
with Victor Mature. 

From the technical aspect the film was ad- 
mirable. The direction and photography were 
both very well handled, and the acting of Vic- 
tor Mature and Laird Cregar was far abovo the 
average.

An unusually appealing gripping action 
drama is presented at the Palace in the movie 
"40th Parallel," now in its second week. Its 
constant action and originality of plot combine 
to givo the movie goer an interesting, different 
type of entertainment. 

The plot deals wlt];i six Nazi -boat men sud 
denly loose In Canada after an R.C.A.F. At- 
lantic Patrol màkcs, matchwood, out of their 
marauding undersea craft in Hudson Bay. ,Onc 
by one, the Heinlcs drop out of the scene until 
there arc but two left to conquer Canada. Of 
these, one is "disposed ol" at Banff, the other 
at the Intcmationnl Boundary at Niagara. 

Of course, there is a strained effort to add 
propaganda, but the general tempo is not 
strained in the least as the director did a good 
job of patching up such lopp-holes with fine 
photography. 

An interesting note lies In thd fact that Ray 
mond Maisey's scenes were all done at the As- 
sociated Screen News studios here in Montreal. 
He plays a Canadian soldier who tangles with 
a Nazi on a train near the border. L\;sllc How 
ard is an English author who unwittingly plays 
host to two Nazis in his outdoor camp near 
Banff. Laurence Olivier plays a Frcnch-Cuna 
dian trapper with an accent that can fool any 
one but a person who lives in Quebec. The 
sequences with Howard and Olivier wci;e done 
in England. 

The most striking characten in the whole 
production is the Nazi lieutenant, played by 
Eric Portman. He steals Ihe^ picture honors, 
making a high bid for stardom. Excellent 
dramatic punch Is provided by J^lall McGinnis 
who appears as the Nazi baker.

A war film without the taint of sentimcn 
tallsm or mawkish Fourth of July patriotism Is 
a rare thing. Wc have seen too many heroes 
going to. their deaths^murmurlng a few ringing 
lines of Thomas Jefferson. If only for the 
reason that this synthetic fervor is wholly 
lacking in "Sergeant York," It would be a not 
able motion picture. More than this, however, 
it is not merely the story of America's dough 
boy Lancelot, it is Just u much a sympatiietio 
and honest portrayal of life .'in the Tennessee 
mountains,. and the irtoiry of the conversion or 
reclamation, in a religious sense, of a man 
Hence, this biography of Alvln C. York has 
three interwoven themes, each one with its par 
tlcular appeal, and, each. contributing a definite 
and Indlspensable^'elemoU to the whole. 

The first of . the" picture is devol 
backgrotud of the man who was-'lS 



tingulsh himself as one of the few' heroes of 
World War L' The scenes of mountaineer life 
avè an unmistakable ring of truth about them. 
The stark reality of life that is sustained by 
wringing food from unwilling soil is tempered 
with sincere practical faith. 

The scenes at the Front occupy a compara- 
tively short time in the course of the picture. 
In this- way, the militory theme Is not allowed 
to dominate, despite the fact that York's pri- 
mary claim to public fame lies In his extraor- 
dinary exploits during tho Meusc-Argonne 
Offensive. These scenes arc certainly tho most 
sensational in the picture and give a thrilling 
Impression of more than life-size heroism. 

The picture unwinds from this climax at a 
sane slackening of pace until York, after a 
brilliant reception in Now York is again back 
in Tennessee, with his farm and bride and is 
left, presumably, to live happily ever after. 

The story has only one weak spot and that is 
in the nmbigullty which clouds York's final de- 
cision that religion and war, if not exactly com- 
patible; need not necessarily cancel each other 
out. This inward struggle, whether devotion 
to God or to country should guide a man, is 
one of intense subjective drama. The final 
solution in the picture seems inconclusive and 
far from satisfactory. 

Gary, Cooper leaves nothing to be desired 
in his characterization of York. He manages the 
transition from local n'er-do-well to upright 
God-fearing citizen with naturalness and avoids 
the Incredulous embarrassment which it might 
easily have occasioned. Even physically he 
seems particularly well chosen to fit the back- 
ground of rugged, angular hlU-country. In 
every way Cooper has turned in a perform- 
ance of true artistry.

Another pleasurable Institution 
ha^.departed from our midst, 
mourned by those who once knew 
its delights, unknown to those who 
have within tho last decade as- 
sumed a conscious socIal|life. Gone 
is the luxury of self-perambulatlon. 
Walking for wolkings soke is no 
more. The gentle social exercise 
has returned to the primeval and 
again become merely a means of 
transportation. 

Millions of years ago when man 
ceased to swing from tree to tree by 
means of a tail, he took to his feet 
in order to get from plaeejto^place. 
Millions of years it too£'for'in«B to 
develop a civilization that would 
bring with it superior means of 
transportation; that would enable 
him to go from one place to another 
in less time; that would consequent- 
ly allow him to reserve the earlier 
function of walking as a pastime 
and a pleasure. And now in a few 
years the result of millions of years 
of development is undone; when 
we seek a cause we find that 
mechanical invention has gone too 
far. It . has provided myriads of 
mechanical vehicles whicb clutter 
up the streets of our own cities and 
cause such congestion that man 
again has to resort to walking, just 
as many years ago, ousted from his 
place in the branches 'by the en 
croachment of too many orang' 
outangs, monkeys, and others of the 
species, ho had to use a new method 
of location.

THE FLYING DUTCHMAN 
ROW TO RIDE 



OR 



In the first place, before you at 
tempt to mount the wretched 
aninoafyou should approach him 
with a stem expression on your 
countenance. If he glares at you. 
drop your expression and riin.' If. 
pn the other hand, he looks shyly 
out of the comer of his eye, drop 
your left foot a foot eloserand hold 
out your hand. If he bites' it off, 
swear at him and leave. If, on the 
other hand, he puts his hoof into 
yours, shake it gently. From then 
on you are friends. 

According to most horsey auth 
oritles, your- next move should be 
a spring— yes, indeed, a light spring 
into the saddle (which is Incident' 
ally that menacing chunk of leather 
placed oii the horse's back, sqme 
where between the withers and the 
tail). It is a perplexing problem 
deciding how to make this spring. 
The best way is to persuade the 
Spalding or whatever make he be, 
to lie down as for sleep: Then, 
quickly blindfolding him and trap- 
ping him imawares, heave your 
frame on his bade. Well now . . . 
you're up . . . unless you heaved too 
far and have landed in a water 
trough on the further side. Be not 
dismayed. With might and mane 
remount . . . but, remember, al- 
ways remember, that It you see be- 
fore you, long atrands of hair trail- 
ing off declivitously towards the 
ground, you are the wrong way 
"up." 

There are maaiy things whlc^ you, 
the .beginner, need tor riding, be- 
sides a hard head and ' a good 
Icnowledge of profanity.' The most 
vital requirements are good hands 



and a good seat. It is too bad that 
you have only two hands when the 
horse has fifteen or sixteen. But of 
course the horse has to have fifteen 
or sixteen hands because it has fore 
quarters. Well, anyway, you should 
place the reins (whether it be two. 
four, or a doien. the latter being 
for horses consistently throwing 
themselves into new and different 
gaits)— in the slots or separations 
between your fingers, especially de- 
signed for this purpose. Just hold 
them, the way it's most comfortable, 
because— what the heck— you're go- 
ing to fall off anyway. 

Little can be said (that is, with 
propriety), about the seat ao let's 
say nothing, 

TTie horse has a variety of paces 
to which you must accustom your- 
self. Different types, for example 
hunters, hackneys, harriers, and 
harabians— have different gaits, but 
all horses can walk (except when 
required), stop (especially when 
tired) and gallop (only towards 
stable). Some horses can Jump, most 
riders can too, but for some reason 
they neglect to contact the horse on 
the downward beat The Forward 
Seat should be assumed (just can't 
forget ihe seat), it Is, however, 
most commonly assumed when the 
animal neglects to raise the fore 
legs on nearing the obstacle. In- 
stead. ^^tiiey are suddenly propped 
on^tlvr'Srbund, the centre of de- 
pravity of the brute being simul 
taneously thrown backwards on to 
the haunches and the rider for- 
wards on to the horse's cerebellum. 
But take couragel Tighten your lips 
and your girths , again, and you're 
off • • - and we do mean off. 

The fundanKntals of riding have 
now been covered, but a few extra 
points might be added. Remember 
—all riding Is a question of balance 
Keep weir Iiâtànced, no matter what 
part of the horse you are riding 
upon, and always ride atraight— 
whether it's straight for a haystack 
or atraight for a limestone quarry. 
If you are thrown, cuff the brute 
with a ten-foot pole. Never let him 
get the upper hand. And most im- 
portant of all— If you want to live 
to a ripe okl age, dont go riding 
in the first place. ^
